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I believe that after you and I have a full and frank discussion, you 
may be willing to concede on this record that the job expected of the 
Commission has not been done and, in your opinion, still must be. 

You may recall this is the explicit conclusion of my first book, to 
which I added thtt the body must be an official one, that the proceed- 
ing must be entirely in public, that the inquiry be one empowered and 
willing to punish such things as perjury, and that it be able to com- 
pel appearance and the production of records. 

It is ray belief that from the Commission’s X'jork with which you are 
most familiar, I can show you enough to more than justify this expres- 
sion from you. 

If you have any doubt about my motive, may I call to your attention
